COURT UPHOLDS 
EXCEPTIONS FILED 
N SCOPES CASE 


Testimony Given by Bryan 
and Defense Scientists 
Eliminated by Tennessee 
Tribunal. 


ARGUMENTS ONLY ON 
CONSTITUTIONALITY 


Both Sides Request Post- 
ponement of Argument— 


Spring Term of Court. 


Special to the Post.Dispatch. 
KNOXVILLE, Oct. 24.—The Su- 


preme Court of Tennessee today 
sustained the bill of exceptions fed 
in the famous Scopes evolution case, 
the effect of which is to knock out 
all of the scientific and religious 
testimony in the trial, whether giv- 
en by the late William Jennings 
Bryan or by the defense scientists 
and leave the case on appeal to be 
argued solely on the po'nt of con- 
stitutionality. Both sides,requested 
the court to postpone argument be- 
yond January 1, which means that 
the appeal wtH-be set for the spring 
term of court. 


The following interpretation of 
the Tennessee Supreme Court’s de- 
cision is written by Paul Y. Ander- 
son of the Post-Dispatch staff, who 
reported the Scopes trial at Dayton 
last July: 

In ruling to exclude from the 
record of the Scopes trial all testi- 
mony tending to show the truth or 
untruth of evolution, and all testi- 
mony bearing upon the literal ac- 
curacy of the Bible, the Tennessee 
Supreme Court has upheld the rul- 
ing of Judge Raulston, who tried 
the case. Contrary, apparently, to 
the general impression, this testi- 
mony was never admitted in the 
trial, and was never heard by the 
jury. The statements of the scien- 
tists, while given wide publicity in 


the record to show the higher court 
what The testimony would have 


been had it. been admitted. The 
jury was not present. 
Similarly, the examination of 


William J. Bryan by Clarence Dar- 
row, hy which the defense attempt- 
ed to show that no religious teach- 
er, not’even a fundamentalist like 
Bryan, could accept the Bible story 
as a literal account of creation, was 
not in the presence of the jury. It, 
like other religious testimony of- 
fered. by the defense, was simply 
put into the record to show the 
higher courts what the nature of 
the testimony would have been, had 
it not been excluded by the trial 
Judge. 

Confusion on Legal Theory. 

At the time of the trial, and 
since, much confusion prevailed 
in the public mind as to the legal 
theory upon which this testimony 
was originally offered. As a mat- 
ter of fact, much of it was offered 
on constitutional grounds, that is, 
for the purpose of showing fthat 
anti-evolution statute was uncon- 
stitutional. 

Prior to. the trial, a lawyer for 
the defense, in outlining to the 
writer what the defense would be, 
said: 

“Our Constitution (of Tennessee) 
provides that a law, to be consti- 
stitutional, must be definite; that 
it must be so definite that a citizen 
can tell when he ts violating it. The 
anti-evolution statute forbids the 
teaching of any theory which con- 
flicts with the Biblica] account of 
the creation of man. Therefore, to 
obey the law, the citizen must de- 
termine what the Biblical account 
means, and to enforce the law, the 
courts must construe the meaning 
of the Bible account in Genesis. 

“It is the contention of the de- 
fense that religious authorities 
themselves differ violently upon 
the meaning of the account, a fact 
which we propose to show by evi- 
dence. The only meaning upon 
which any two persons can poss!i- 
bly agree is the literal meaning but 
we propose to show that few, if 
any, authorities accept the literal 
meaning. Consequently, the statute 
is so indefinite as to be unconsati- 
tutional.”’ 

This was the theory upon which 
Darrow placed Bayan on the stand. 
He attempted to show that, had 
Bryan been examined in the pre- 
sence of the jury, he (Bryan) would 
have admitted that not even the 
fundamentalists interpreted all of 
the Bible literally. As a mater of 
fact. Darrow did draw such ad- 
missions from Bryan, after Bryan 
had qualified as a Bible authority. 
Characterized as “U:ireasonabie.” 

“Again,”” continued the defense 
lawyer in outlining the cdOnstitu- 
tional issues, “the Tennessee Con- 
stitution provides that the Legisia- 
ture shall not enact any legisla- 
ion which is ‘unreasonable.’

PARIS, Oct. 24.—The rise In the 
dollar and sterling to heights un- 
known on the French Bourse since 
the armistice, excepting the flurry 
in March, 1924, was the only out- 
standing feature today in the de- 
velopment of the two problema, 
financial and political, facing the 
French Government. 

The franc today sold above 24 to 
the dollar. Exchange transactions 
at the banks were made on the 
basis of 24.15 francs to the dollar 
and 117 to the pound sterling. 

As compared with March, 1924, 
there is no Morgan loan forthcom- 
ing to bring the franc back to par. 

The financial crisis, with the 
franc sinking fast on the interna- 
tional exchange market, and an in- 
creasing prospect that changes in 
the Painleve Cabinet must be made, 
are problems that French political 
leadere must take cognizance of 
immediately. 

Despite official denials from the 
Ministry of Finance, it {gs known 
on unimpeachable authority that 
the Cabinet Is divided on the merits 
of Caillaux’s financial policy, and 
that there must be a showdown at 
the council of Ministers Monday. 

Caillaux has devoted hfs most 
urgent efforts to stem the unfavor- 
able tide against the franc. Re- 
Mable brokers are responsible for 
the statement that $40,000,000, 
thrown on the Paris exchange mar- 
ket at the opening of the Bourse 
Friday, only caused the dollar to 
recede from 23.98 to 23.58—oné 
centime drop to the million dol- 
lars.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—A 
strong defense of present naval pol- 
iciea, and abgolution of the Navy 
from blame for the Shenandoah, 
the S-51 and other recent disasters, 
came today from Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur. A speech to the na- 
tional Congregational Church Con- 
ference inspired Wilbur's plea to 
the country not to criticise the 
Navy at every turn. 

In the disasters Wilbur saw not 
“criminal negligence and bungling 
amateurism,” as Col. William 
Mitchell did, but heroism of the 
highest order, worthy of the fines: 
traditions of the service, proof, he 
gaid, that the Navy was function- 
ing properly. 

A navy without an occasional 
mishap, horrible as the conse- 

“quences sometimes may be, is no 
navy at all, he said, for “there are 
risks to be assumed in peace as well 
as in time of war.” 
His Underlying Defense. 

Wilbur glanced back to the early 
days of his administration and re- 
counted the catastrophes that have 
befallen the navy since that t'me, 
and for each he had this underlying 
defense: 

“If there were no accidents in the 
navy, no mishaps to submarines, no 
mishaps to surface vessel, no rnis- 
haps to air craft, we would know 
that the navy was not alive, that 
it was not being operated according 
to correct principles and that ‘t was 
avoiding the hazards incident to the 
full utilization of the means of de- 
fense placed in its hands. 

“If, in time of disaster, we look 
into the conduct of the men in- 
volved, we will have occasion to 
take comfort even in those disas- 
ters, for after all we are training 
men in the navy to meet disaster 
and peril and to exercise their fa- 
cilities on such oceasions. to sacri- 
fice their own lives to save tbe 
nation.” 

Wilbur expounded the philosophy 
of naval men, and a sort of fatal- 
istic philosophy it was as he paint- 
ed tt. All movement is more or 
less dangerous, he said. This ap- 
plies even, he added, to things that 
do not move; witness, the grave. 

“According to the teachings of 
our religion, that may not be an 
absolutely safe place,” he said. 

No 100 Per Cent Sccurity. 

“We do not live upon the prin- 
ciple that we should seek 100 per 
cent security, but that we accept all 
the hazards incident to our rea- 
sonable activities,” Wilbur § de- 
clared. 

"The blame for the S-51 wreck 
lay not with the navy, but with the 
steamer City of Rome, which 
rammed the submarine, Wilbur 


: said, in effect, when he declared: 


“The recent disaster to the S-51 
illustrates that no matter how care- 
ful or’ how expert the . ew of oa

“Disasters occur fror, such tri- 
fling causes, from such trifling neg- 
lect or mismanagement or mis- 
judgment that the wonder is they 
are not more frequent rather than 
so few.

“The La Honda disaster, in which 
seven destroyers and 21 lives were 
lost, and 800 lives jeopardized, al- 
though not excusable is under- 
standable,” said Wilbur. 


The reason, he eaid, was failure 
of certain officers who have been 
punished, to exercise the high de- 
gree of care necessary under uns 
usual circumstances. 


“We expect of our modern sallor 
men that they shall do what no 
| soldier or army has ever been ex- 
pected or able to do, namely, to act 
with the calmness and courage of 
veterans in their very first battle,’’ 
declared Wilbur. Sea power, he said, 
is measured by ability of personnel.

Chance of Average St. Louisan Being Struck 
in His Home Is One in Several Millions, 
Expert Explains. 


The next time the lightning 
flashes and baby cries and mother 
shivers and you swallow hard and 
tell Johnny pooh, pooh, there is 
nothing to be afraid of, and then 
duck your own head under the 
bedclothes—don’f. 

You are right. There is nothing 

to be afraid of. The chance of the 
average St. Louisan being struck in 
his home is one in several rhillion. 
Make it as many million as you re- 
quire to completely soothe your 
fears. The chance is so remote 
that a féw millions make no differ- 
ence. 
And if you chance to be at your 
desk in some downtown skyscrap- | 
er, throw out your chest and defy 
Jove and all his bolts. He simply 
can’t reach you. 

You have the assurance for this 
of the man who is carrying on the 
study of lightning where Steinmetz 
left it at his death—E. E. F. 
Creighton, who for 20 years was 
associated with Steinmetz in the 
laboratories of the: General Elec- 
tric Co., at Schenectady, N. Y., and 
who came from there to speak Fri- 
day night in the Cordénadio Hotel 
before the Asosciated Engineering 
Societies of St. Louis. 

Gives Some Conclusions,

| every 1000 years. But don't be 
alarmed, it might require 2000 
years for the bolt to get around 
ito you,

years. 

Might Tear Up Roof. 


The bolt might tear up the roof, 
Or even set it afire, but likely would 
get no closer to you. It would en- 
counter the electric house wiring 
and would be carried, Impotent,*to 
the ground. Or it would hop onto 
the plumbing system and docilely 
rate wed off inte the earth. 
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Now if in view of all of this, 
your mental agitation when light- 
ning flashes requires more bolster- 
ing—attend. The safest place in 
your house is anywhere’ except 
where these Hghtning conductors 
are centered. Most plumbing and 
heating pipes run up and down in 
the middle of the house. Keep 
away from the walis in which 
they run. Do not stand between 
two metal objects, such as a heat- 
ing radiator and the plumbing 
pipes. There is nothing wrong with 
the superstition that bed fs a safe 
Place. Only that there are count- 
less other spots—most any spot in 
the house—as safe. 

In the modern steel office build- 
ing, lightning: can’t even get the 
roof. Most roofs of such build- 
ings are metal and are purposely 
brought in contact at some point 
with the steel framework and this 
circuit absorbs and carries off any 
lightning that may chance to shoot 
down. 

Perhaps the question of the ef- 
ficacy of lightning rods has never 
been fully settled in the public 
mind. Lightning rods are now to 
be seen chiefly in the country. 
There is a lightning rod on nearly 
every house in St. Louis, though it 
may not be visible to the eye. 
Every plumbing system has an air 
vent—a pipe—that runs upwar1 
to, if not through, the roof. It 
serves exactly as the Hghtning rod 
which pricks the air on the farm- 
er’s house, 


A Mystery Explained. 

The mysterious quirk of light- 
ning that tears off the sole of a 
shoe or the whole shoe of the per- 
son who may be = struck is not 
mysterious at all. Many persons 
have perspiring feet. The electric 
bolt encounters’ the perspiration, 
converts it to steam and the en- 
suing explosion blows off the sole 
or shoe. 

Though cleanliness 
much extolled, the dirty-necked, 
sweating laborer has a better 
chance for his life if lightning 
strikes him than the white-col- 
lared clerk. Water may carry off 
the bolt on-the surface of the lab- 
orer’s body. 

Sometimes lightning strikes in a 
crowd and if several are killed, the 
bolt is presumed to have been a 
most powerful one. If one only is 
killed, the bolt is said to have been 
milder. Not at all. The reverse ig 
true. The severe bolt, singling

FINDS PARENTS

Dr. Walter Bodenhafer, So- 
ciologist, Says They Are 
to Blame for 92 Per Cent 
of Cases. 


A comprehensive report of sur- 
veys in St. Louls of factors relat- 
ing to juvenile delinquency will be 


made tomorrow at the opening ses- 
sion of a conference, “Our Com- 
munity and Its Youth,” which will 
be held at the City Club. The con- 
ference represents 97 organizations 
of social and civic nature Ten 
surveys of separate subjects were 
made for it during a period of 
more than a year past. 

One of these surveys, relating to 
special factors of delinquency, was 
made under the direction of Dr. 
Walter Bodenhafer, professor of 
sociology of Washington Univer- 
sity. Parents are responsible for 
more than/90 per cent of youthful 
delinquency, Dr. Bodenhafer de- 
clared yesterday in discussing his 
findings. Motion pictures are next 
on the list of causes. 

Survey by Social Workers. 

“The committee making this 
survey,’ Dr. Bodenhafer said, “was 
composed of social workers in dailg 
contact with children, so their 
findings are of unusual significance. 

“They found that in 92 per cent 
of the cases studied the parents 
were directly responsible for the 
delinquency of their . children. 
Among the causes given were that 
the parents did not understand 
their children; that the discipline 
was too strict, or that the parents 
themselves were delinquent. 

“It is quite interesting that de- 
moralizing recreation comes next 
as a cause of delinqutency 
Louis.

“More Revelations From Files of U.S. Envoy to London 


Flat Announcement by Sec- | 
retary of the Treasury 
McAdoo That America 


Did Not Intend to Fi- 
nance Entire War Caused 
Flurry in London—How 
Bonar Law Begged. 


The private papers of Ambassa 
dor Walter Hines Page, who was 
stationed at London during the 
World War, show in today’s in- 
atallment the crucial financial stt- 
uation of the Allies at the time of 
America’s first Liberty loan. This 
correspondence is edited by Burton 
J. Hendrick, who adds interpreta- 
tions gleaned by conference with 
leaders of the period. 


TO THE PRESIDENT. 
29 June, 1917, London. 


Dear Mr. President: 

HE financial panic (it’s hardly 
Ties that this Government has 

raises the question: Why on 
earth do the British drift along 
till they reach a precipice? That's | 
hard to answer. It’s their way. | 
They are too proud to acknowledge 
their predicament even to them- 
selves until events force them to 
do so. Mr. Balfour Informs me 
that the agreement that he reached 
in general terms with Mr. McAdoo 
was this—that our Government 
would thenceforth lend (1) to 
France and Italy (and Russia?) | 
the sums they would otherwise 
have to borrow from England (as 
they have all the while been bor- 
rowing) and (2) in addition lend 
to England whatever sums should 
be required to pay for British Gov- 
ernment purchases in the United 
States. So much for that. I have 
no information whether that is Mr. 
McAdoo's understanding. 

Now, Bonar Law assured me at 
the fearful financial conference to 
which they invited me that the 
Treasury Department had given 
Lever (the English financial agent) 
only half enovgh in June to meet | 
the EPritish Government's bills in 
the United States. Since they had 
reckoned on meeting all such bills 
from advances made by us, they 
find themselves unable to go fur. 
ther without our help. They have 
used all the gold they have in Can- 
ada. This, then, is the edge of the 
precipice. 

It came out that, a few weeks 
ago, the French came over here 
and persuaded the British that in 
addition to the French loan from 
the United States they were 
obliged to have the British loans to 
them continued—for how long I 
do not know. Bonar law § said, 
“We simply had to do it." 


Feared France Would Quit. 


The British, therefore, in spite of 
our help to France, still have 
France on their back and continue 


to give her money. I know that for 
a long time the Britisn have felt 
that the French were not making 
a sufficient financial effort for 
themselves. “A Frenchman will 
lightly give his life for any cause 
that touches his imagination, but 
he will die rather than give a franc 
for any cause.” There is a recur- 
ring fear here lest France in a mo- 
ment of war-weariness may make 
@& separate peace. 

As things stand today, there is a 
danger of the fatl-of exchange and 
(perhaps) the abandonment of spe- 
cle payments. These British run 
right into such a crisis before they 
are willing to confess their plight 
even to themselves.

The Appeals Court, having nothing but the 
recorded testimony to guide it, not having the 
witnesses before it, came to a conclusion op- 
posed to that of the trial court, on the ques- 
tion of whether Mrs. Leland had sinned or 
only imagined that she had, eaying, concern- 
ing the trial court's decree. 

“© © © We indulged every possibile 
inference and presumption in favor of inno- 
cence, * * * but we have been unable to 
escape the conviction that the decree is clear- 
ly against the manifest weight of the evi- 
dence.”’ 

Mrs. Leland had ‘told the truth, the Court 
of Appedis said. She having told the truth, 
her husband was entitled to a divorce. The 
case was sent back to the trial court with 
asnstructions to grant Albert Leland his de- 
cree of divorce. Mrs. Leland, having paid 
a sort of penance, was satisfied. 
Case, devastated by the decision, carried the

They were Jews. 

“Hi! Jewish brat. Out of my road.” 

The Russian of 1879 was not kind to 
Jews. Possibly Rose Wieslander learned 
what it meant to be lower than a serf even 
before she was five years old. When she 
was four, her father ran away—probably to 
America. That left Rose’s mother to the 
job alone. It was more than she could man- 
age and, seeking help, she took Rose and 
the six younger children to England, where 
the Wieslander family had relatives. 

The Whitechapel district in London was 
hardly better than Augustava had been. It 
did not implant in the small breast of Rose 
Wieslander any great satisfaction with s0- 
ciety. True, she need no longer fear a po- 
grom. But it was relatively as easy to starve 
to death in London as in Russia. The gut- 
ters were somewhat cleaner, but cockneys 
had the same aversion to Jews playing in 
them as had the moujiks of Augustava. Rose 
early learned to shake her fist and scamper. 

Later. the family moved to Black Lion 
Yard. Rose picked up English swiftly and 
was able to attend Bell Lane free school, 
where Israel Zangwill was student and aft- 
erwards a teacher. 


| Rose as an Immigrant 


“T never had a childhood,’’ Rese wrote 


once. “I was always a woman.” 

There were three viewpoints from which 
she selected the one to follow all her «ire. 
The poor, finding themselves so discriminat- 
ed against by fate, may be philosophically 
submissive, or join the mad race to get on 
top or try to change things. Rose decided 
that the world was all wrong 

A background of Russia and Whitechapel 
was her equipment as an immigrant to the 
United States. When Mrs. Wieslander made 
up her mind to come to America, ber daugh- 
ter, Rose, was hopeful. America was the 
land where everybody had an equal chance, 
or should have an equal chance. But Rose 
soon discovered that what the Socialist ora- 
tors had told her from the soap boxes was 
true. The poor had a hard time of it, even 
in America. At least it was that way in 
Cleveland, O., where the Wieslanders set- 
tled. 

Rose. now a gangly Jewish girl in her 
teens, went to work at the first thing. she 
could find, which happened to be cigar mak- 
ing. She joined the union and began ab- 
sorbing the talk of her class, far more radi- 
cal. then in the late ‘90s, than union labor 
tolerates today. The second great wave of 
industrialism was swinging over the land. 

Mre. Wieslander married a man named 
Pastor in Cleveland. Rose henceforth called 
herself Rose Harriet Pastor. After a few

vears, Pastor died and support of the family 
again devolved upon Rose and her mother. 
Lured by higher pay, Rose went to New 
York and settled in the Ghetto among her 
people. For a time she worked as a cigar 
maker. But her interest in social work soon 
made a trade a side issue. She attended 
Socialist meetings, joined the party and 
drank in the preachings of its leaders. On 
the East Side she was pointed at as “‘the girl 
who dresses like an actress and writes 
poetry.” 

This newly developed taste for writing led 
her to journalism She got a job with the 
Jewish Daily News as a reporter. But al- 
though the way was beginning to clear for 
her own feet, she could not forget the thou- 
sands left behind in the Ghetto. Her en- 
thusiasm for social] service increased. It was 
this ‘never-flagging energy in spreading the 
Socialiet creed that resulted in her romance 
with James Graham Phelps Stokes, the mil- 
lionalire. 

The editors of the Jewish Daily 
knowing her flair for social uplift assigned 
her one day to interview Stokes, who was a 
member of the University Settlement on the 
East Side. Stokes had enjoyed a noted 
career up to that time as a man of millions 
whose heart was with the poor. Graduate of 
Yale and of the Columbia University medica! 
school. of excellant family, widely traveled 
and head of the Stokes Estate Inc., he chose 
to spend most of his time in settlement work. 
A brother, Rev. Anson Phelps Stokes was a 
noted clergyman and secretary of Yale Uni- 
versity. 

About this time Stokes’ sister, 
had married Robert Hunter, a poor 
service secretary. The Stokes family

been marked, therefore, as democratic. But 
no one suspected what would happen when 
Rose Pastor, the girl from the Ghetto, walked 
in to talk to rich Mr. Stokes about poverty 
and its allievement. 

She was enthusiastic. Her eyes glowed. 
How fine it was to be rich and to help the 
poor! Almost anything could be done if one 
had millions! Mr. Stokes must let her help. 
So Stokes, who was never a rabid _ socialist, 
but more of a humanitarian, allowed her to 
teach one of the girls’ circles at the settle- 
ment house. 

“We are not two, we are one in 
Stokes decided one day, and, quite 
countably, told his friends. 

“It is too wonderful a thing to speak of. 
We do not understand ourselves. We only 
know that we are the same——we are one.”’ 

Yet, no engagement was announced and 
no intention of marriage was hinted at. But 
New York of 1905 was stirred by this possi- 
ble union of Fifth Avenue and the Ghetto. 

Rose Pastor added to the excitement by 
writing her interview in the Jewish Daily 
News, to this effect:

About this time Rose had brought her 
mother and younger brothers and sisters to 
New York. She was making $15 a week as a 
reporter and had no other source of income 
except occasional stories and poems she sold 
to magazines. Her family she installed in a 
Bronx tenement. Moved by the suspicions 
of a fellow journalist she started a search for 
her father, Jacob Wieslander, who was sup- 
posed to have fled to New York. Such a man 
was found working as a shoemaker in a little 
shop on Scammel street. Rose and her moth- 
er confronted him. But, although he was 
identified as her father, he had married 
again and she was balked in her effort to get 
help from him for the support of the family. 

All this serves to make the contrast more 
fabulous. A Jewish girl reporter with a de- 
pendent family of seven and a salary of $15 
a week. A New York millionaire, president 
of the Nevada Central Railroad, member of a 
dozen clubs and civic societies, owner of three

Just before the wedding Rose made a trip 
to Cleveland. There she talked with many of 
her old girl friends on the cigar bench. 

“Rose ain’t near as proud as she used to 
be.”’ one of them said. “She used to dress like 
an actress and was always writing things 
about us, sort of pitying things. But tonight 
she was just as nice as she could be.” 

Before the wedding, too, Mrs. Pastor and 
the six younger Pastor children moved to a 
new, airy apartment in a better section of 
the Bronx. Rose, however, did not presume 
to style, she told the members of Cigar 
Makers Union No. 13 that she wished to re- 
tain her membership and paid six months 
dues in advance so she could have a card 
saying she was in good standing. She in- 
tended to use that card to visit unions 
abroad on her honeymoon, she announced. 

They were married on July 18, 1905, which 
was Rose’s twenty-sixth birthday. The wed- 
ding took place in the fashionable Episcopal 
church at Noroton. Aside from the strange 
incongruities among the wedding guests the 
odd thing about the affairs was that the word 
obey had been omitted from the marriage

Mr. and Mrs. James Graham Phelps Stokes 
went off to Europe for a honeymoon. When 
they returned it was to set up housekeeping 
in Tenement No. 47 of a building on the cor- 
ner of Grand and Norfolk streets. Rose had 
radical ideas about housekeeping. She did 
all her own work. And she used canned 
goods liberally. 

“We eat mostly canned food,” she told re- 
porters, “The time will come when we shall 
be able to get everything canned, and in ad- 
dition to this prepared food there will be a 
system of shops scattered throughout the city 
where the housewife can send in a hurry for 
an ample dinner. It is the only way we can

But for a while it was happy. In 1907 the 
Stokeses joined the socialist party together. 
Mrs. Stokes, now that she was the wife of a 
millionaire, might so easily have cooled on 
the fight for the common people. It would 
have been so easy to restrict her activities 
to handsome gifte to this cause or that. Is- 
deed, this is the attitude which Stokes, him- 
self came to adopt. But his wife was mill- 
tant. She would not make peace with so- 
ciety, even though she was one of society's 
fortunates. In this difference lay one of the 
reasons, her friends say, why the Stokeses 
gradually drifted apart. 

This fs how Mrs. Stokes 
ideals: (a partial record.) 

Jan. 24, 1907—Chief Bimson and several 
detectives attended a meeting held Tuesday. 
in Paterson, N. J., for fear incendiary re- 
marks might be made. Mr. and Mrs Stokes 
were the star attractions, and both spoke. 
The meeting was to protest against 
means taken to punish Moyer, oaaneail 
Pettibone for the alleged murder of the ex- 
Governor of Idaho. Both denounced “the 
capitalist class.” 

Aug. 26, 1907—During the strike of the 
Commercial Telegraphers’ Union Mrs. Stoker 
spoke at meetings, urging the strikers to stick 
together and not surrender. 

Jan. 12, 1908—Mrs. Stokes supported New 
York rent strike by tenants. 

Dec. 2, 1909—She was aiding the shirt- 
waist workers im their strike. 

Aug 12, 1908—She told striking girls of 
Lewis cigar factory in Newark: “If | were 
here and in this strike, I'd stay out if I de. 
prived myself and family of my bread and 
butter.” 

May 20, 1912—Mrs. Stokes addressed ho- 
tel workers who threatened to strike and en- 
couraged them. They struck. She spoke at 
meetings afterward, and opened a free lunch- 
room for them in Thirty-eighth street be- 
tween Sixth avenue and Broadway. She es- 
tablished headquarters of her own and tried 
to orgahize the chambermaids and wak- 
resses. 

June 16, 1912—Mrs. Stokes was “direet- 
ing the strike of the International Hote! 
Workers’ Union, and ite success or failure 
depends largely upon Mre. Stokes’ capacity 
for organization and recruiting.” 

May"6, 1916—She announced at Carnegie 
Hall that she defied the police, and that “be 
the penalty what it may, | frankly offer te 
give out these forbidden slips (pamphiets on 
birth control) to these seedy wives and 
mothers who will frankly come and take 
them as soon as the meeting is over.”

STRIKE AGAINST SIDE GATE 


Chinese Workers Refuse to Enter 
Mill When Front Is Closed. 
Correspondence of the Post-Dis- 
patch and Chicago Dally News.

SHANGHAI, China, Sept. 
When they nearly “lost face” be- 
cause they were not allowed to 
march through the front gate of 
the mill compound with a brass 
band and firecrackers, a company 
of strikers on their way to resume 
work in a Japanese-owned cotton 
mill nearly stirred up a rtot.

OW that winter is 
coming on again in the 
North Atlantic, it 
seems hardly ilkely we 
shall ever know what 
became of Nutting 
Some day an Eskimo 
\ runner may limp into 
Narsak, which the 
white men call Fried- 
ricksdah! and pull 
from under his eide: 
Guck skin shirt some scrap of wreckage 
Which can be identified as part of the little 
ship, Lief Erickson That is the most we 
are ever likely to know 

Some of William Washburn Nutting's 
Story has been told Hie popped out of the 
World of men and things like a pine-wood 
Spark from the common campfire, at the 
time the American around-the-world flyers 
Were on the last ieg of their journey from 
Greenland to the North American continent 
He was sighted by the cruiser Richmond, 
One of the patro) fleet And in September 
1924, the cruiser Trenton of the American 
ice patro! co-operated with the Norwegian 
fleet in searching for him Commander 
MacMillan, when he went north last sum 
mer, had a look-see along the coast of 
Greenland for Nutting and the Lief Erick 
son. These things were duly recorded at 
the time. What hae not been told is why 
he went and what became of him

He sailed back in November, 
when North Atlantic is the nastiest of 
the seven seas. On November 16th, when 
the Typhoon was some hundreds of miles 
from Bermuda, it came on to blow and rain 
fron) ENE.

O WORK in total 
darkness, cutting 
strips of wood with 
acircular saw 
which is whirled 
f around by electric 
power—not many 
of us would like to 
earn our living in 
such a hazardous 
way. The  black- 

: mi ness of midnight, 
the hum of the remorseless saw which 
screeches as its teeth bite into the lumber, 
which would shear off a finger or a hand 
quietly and swiftly, make an _ uninviting 
prospect. 

Yet here is the story of a St. Louis man 
who does this kind of work as a part of his 
daily routine. Often, in the basement room 
at 630 South Broadway, Car! Wells toils 
away until 1 or 2 o'clock in the morning. 
No light burns in the room, and such stray 
gleams as may enter the window from a 
passing street car or automobile, or from 
the street lamps, help him not a bit. 

For Wells has been totally blind since 
birth. It is amid a double darkness that he 
spends his evenings at work with that keen 
power-driven saw. A _ single unguarded 
movement might cause him to be maimed 
for life. 

“Ri-i-1-1-i-i-l-ip'’’ screams the saw, in that 
double darkness. 

“It's safe enough,”’ says Wells, ‘if you are 


 @areful.”’ 


In that shabby house on South Broadway, 
near Chouteau avenue, where I went to talk 
with Wells about this strange occupation for 
a blind man, Eugene Field once lived. For 
many of the people in the neighborhood, life 
is a hard struggle. But I doubt if any of 
them, or any other St. Louisans, have faced 
the battle for existence more bravely than 
this blind man. And with it all he is cheer- 
ful, has time to be friendly. Smilingly he 
consented to tell how the saw under his 
guidance cross-cuts and rips out boards with 
unerring accuracy and how he nails them to- 
gether in stout neat bushel crates. 

Before him stands the little saw with its 
blade rising from the center of a steel work 
plate two feet square. Upon this plate is 
fixed a width gauge, to be changed by the 
turning of a screw to the standard the saw- 
yer desires. From a stack of old boards 
nearby he chooses one. His hands, as he 
runs it through the saw, are always at 
work at the work-plate’s outer edge. 
“They'll never get cut,’ he says, ‘out 
there.” 

That, of course, is simple. But when he 
rips those narrow box-boards that are his 
material into the narrow crate-widths he 
faces a different problem. Three, twoanda 
half, two, and an inch and a quarter widths 
he uses. 


COW trom he says, and taking 
from its place on ae $ =~shelf 
above his head a straight-edge 
made in those varied widths he sets it 
beside the saw, fitting the tool to the cut- 
width he desires. Back in its place the 
straight-edge goes again. “If I ever laid 
it down,’’ the blind box maker explains, ‘I'd 
never be able to find the thing again.’’ 

Again the motor whirs and the screeching 
saw bites into the four-foot board. Wells 
pusher it along until his finger ends touch 
the work-plate of his saw. He takes it out, 
turns it over and end for end. Quickly the 
saw eats ite way in to join the cut he made 
before. The board is severed. The sawyer 
hasn't had his fingers within a foot of the 
saw 

“Carelessness,”’ he says, “is what causes

helps to eke out the margin of 


accidents. Why, they wouldn't let me buy 
this saw until I told them my stepson would 
run it. He could see. He did run it, too, 
for a while. But it was easy for me to 
learn. I haven't had my fingers nipped be- 
cause I’ve always been careful. 

“But,” he says and laughs, ‘I have some- 
times smashed my fingers with a hammer 
when nailing up the boxes. To put them to- 
gether is easy enough. The lengths and 
thicknesses are sorted out. I start at One 
corner and fit two pieces together. A tap 
with the hammer and the nail is started I 
get my fingers out of the way. From that 
corner the other slats are added on until 
I have a side. If I have placed them square 
to each other the side is true. In that way 
the box, or crate, is put together. It takes 
64 nails to do it. It isn’t often that I hit 
my fingers with the hammer. I'd say I get 
a good smash maybe once a year, When I 
do, I stop to think a minute. I know I've 
been getting careless. It’s a warning.’’ 


Wells sawed some boards into proper 
lengths and changed his saw while talking. 
He did not realize that the day was gray and 
gloomy. He did not know that he was 
moving with quick direction, there in a nar- 
row cellar, in a twilight which no visitor 
could penetrate. But so deft, so sure was 
his method that I remained silent in fasci- 
nated interest. It had never occvrred to 
him that I could not see. 


re . ND now, please, won't you do it all 


over again?’’ lLasked. ‘‘Won't you 
turn on a light so I 

can see?” 
“Why, bless me, I never 
thought of that,’’ he answered. 


In the course of a year Car) 
Wells makes about 1000 of 
these boxes, for which he finds 
sale to farmers and commission 
men. In quantities they bring 
12 cents each, in small lots 15 
cents. The trade knows them 
as ‘“‘bushel boxes,’’ and they are 
made according to legal stand- 
ards to hold a bushel . Built 
for the most part of waste, the 
$125 they bring him in a year 


his livelihood. 


For it is but a margin on 
which this man, hampered since 
birth, lives and battles for ex- 
istence. What others waste he 
saves and puts to use. The raw 
material of his ‘‘factory’’ is re- 
trieved from rubbish heaps. 
Two or three big concerns haul 
him old barrels or boxes they 
otherwise would have to cart a 
greater distance to the dump. 
With them comes the refuse of 
the packing room—dirt, waste 
paper, what-not. Carefully it is a 
all gone over. The boxes are 
taken apart. The nails that hold 
them are straightened if possi- 
ble to use again. The boards 
are sawed to standard lengths 
and thicknesses. If odds and 
ends are left over they are 
sawed up into kindling wood of 
Jl-inch lengths. Sometimes he'll 
sell $200 worth of kindling 
wood within a year. 


Even the wires with which 
many boxes are bound he saves. 
How clever a mechanic is this 
blind man one can see by his 
method here. Somewhere he 
found an old stove-shaker, made 
like a “T’’ wrench. He had a

hole drilled in ‘'t. Into the hole he threads 
the wire—then turns the wrench, wrapping 
the wire around it exactly as one uses a 
‘‘key’’ to open a tin of food. The wire is 
sold to the sashweight foundry not far dis- 
tant. The waste paper that comes in the 
boxes and barrels is carefully baled and 
sold. Even the pencil stubs which are 
found in the sweepings he saves. The neigh- 
boring children get these stubs. They are 
all Carl Wells has to give. More than a 
hundred he had tn a box he showed. ‘‘They'll 
all be gone by spring,’ he said, and he 
talked with a smile about buying a meta! 
pencil holder for each of three child friends 
that they may be able to use the pencil stubs 
to the last inch. 

Wells’ wife welcomes visitors who call. 
Older than he by 20 years is she. She sat in 
their kitchen-living room to talk and it was 
to be noticed that the years had left their 
mark in disappointment upon her. “It’s 
hard,” she said, ‘‘with $200 a month rent 
to pay and $55 a week in rooms now va- 
cant.’ In good times their rooming house 
would pay life’s way for these two folks, 
whose wants are simple. But men are out 
of work and families move and times seem 
hard. 

“TI don’t know how we'd have made it,”’ 
says Wells, “if I hadn't been handy with 
tools. The gas company wanted about $75 
to put in extra meters and pipe the house. 

“ ‘Hold on,’ I said. ‘I'll beat you at your 
own game." So, blind as he is, Wells got 
the necessary pipe and with the help of one 
of his roomers who was out of work and was 


i, 


glad to do anything for food and bed, he 
completed the task of running gas to each 
of eight rooms in ail four houses. 

Similarly there was a question of the cost 
of electric wiring. Wells, in other days be- 
fore the building code became so strict, used 
to do wiring just as he still repairs door- 
bells and works with battery installations. 
So he bought the proper cable, ran the wires 
and made the connections himself with his 
roomer's aid. 


hear of great big men who can't get 

along. Why, there is always work. 
Even a blind man can make his way. Some- 
times this rooming house threatens to 
swamp me—like it does now—but I always 
manage to find something to keep busy 
about, and so can anybody else. 

“I remember once when I was living in 
Detroit 20 years ago. A woman wanted a 
trunk taken to a station just a few blocks 
away.

“You see, I've been all over 
town. I can tell you what car 
to take and just to half a dozen 
doors of how far you will have 
to walk. The street cars make 
it easy for me. Tonight, for in- 
stance, lam going out to Wells- 
ton to deliver some chewing 
gum. I've got an old customer 
out there. You see, I used to do 
a little business in a wholesale 
way. The jobbers gave me a dis- 
count on my orders and I would 
phone each day, get them, and 
then deliver them to my cus- 
tomers. Well, it got so they 
could get the same discount from 


the jobbers that I could so I lost most of 
that business. 

“It was the same way with tobacco and 
cigarettes. I used to have a nice little busi- 
ness in cigarettes and chewing and smoking 
tobacco until there got to be a tobacco War 
and then what was left for me wouldn't pay 
carfare. There are a few customers, how- 
ever, who still stick to me, even if they 
don’t get as good a price. Those are friends 
worth having. 

“There was a time, too, when I Was & 
subagent for the Post-Dispatch at Jefferson 
and St. Louis avenues. I gave that up be- 
cause I thought I could do better with my 
little commission business as a salesman. 
But you see I didn't, after all. 

“Or,"’ he said, “I would like to be able 
to get this little box business running © 
it would keep me busy all the year. Bu 
the trouble is I can’t make enough alone to 
supply any big user with a standard box in 
sufficient quantities. If it got to going se 
there would be anything more than just @ 
living in it I'd have to employ men.

has won the reputation and the title which 
well might accrue from such an enterprise. 
As everybody knows, it doesn’t make so 
much difference what a pretty woman actu- 
ally does. It is what she gets a reputation 
for doing that determines her place in pub- 
lie comment: and that is why there is so 
Much talk in London just now about the 
career of Mme. de Casares, variously re- 
ferred to as the ‘‘Beautiful Rum Runner”’ 
and “Queen of the Bootleggers."’ 

That Mme. de Casares is beautiful nobody 
doubts. Repeatedly she has been sought by 
motion-picture magnates for exploitation on 
the screen. Spectacular has been her course 
in society and commerce. Nobody questions 
that. Her organization of a steamship com- 
pany .and her profitable ventures in the 
raising of pedigreed cattle testify to her ca- 
pacity in the world of business and finance 
There is, however, a little uncertainty about 
Whether she was really behind that great 
cargo of liquor that figured in the recent 
Mysterious episode in the Thames River. 
There are a lot of things yet to be explained 
Qbout that affair, and so far Mme. de 
Casares hasn't done any explaining to speak 
of, except to deny she had anything to do 
With the liquor. 

But with a setting so picturesque and 
With considerable evidence to support a sus- 
Picion that she had much to do with it, Lon- 
Goners were not the ones to think of letting 
& little uncertainty spoi] a good story. In 
the first place she wae admittedly the owner 
of that mystery ship, the ‘“‘General Serret,”’ 
Whioh turned up in the Thames loaded to 
the rail with high-grade Antwerp whisky 
In the second place, she was known to have 
attempted to board the vessel on some 
strange midnight errand and to have en- 
Saged in an altercation with members of 
the crew. The next day, it was observed, 
10,000 cases of liquor, which the Captain 
Said had been taken on the five-masted 
schooner as an American contraband cop- 
signment, were unloaded in the Thames and 
placed in storage by the customs officials 
Then, close upon the heels of these events. 
Mme. de Casares was arrested by detectives 
2 a charge of obtaining a valuable gown 
trom ea London shop on false pretenses. Was 
‘ver a stage better set for a society scandal” 


ONDON society enjoyed the most satis- 
factory shock it had experienced in 
years. To think that Mme. de Casares 
bad been getting away with bootlegging all 
this tifhe and hadn't even been suspected! Of 


course now it was clear how the Gloria 
Steamship Company, Ltd., which she 
founded iast January, had been 80 
prosperous No mystery: at al) about 
the money with which she bought al! 
those pedigreed cattle and fitted out 
her Neasden home with the fine furni- 


ture once owned by the Marquess of Ap- 
Slesey. Even if she did have a pretty face. 
& lot of accomplishments and had married 
Into thir wealthy Casares family of the Ar- 


y 


gentine, she was nevertbeless just an ordi- 
mary bootlegger after all. As for her fashb- 
ionable dress—so she got her gowns on false 
pretenses, did she? 

So the gossips talked. Revelation of the 
fact that the “General Serret,” although 
uwned by Mme. de Casares, had been char- 
tered by her to other interests didn’t get 
around nearly so fast as the story that she 
had backed the rum-running venture her- 
self, and many others as well. Even now 
that the ship has been taken out of the 
hands of her former Captain and turned 
over to a new commander, the tales of 
madame’s flyer into smuggling operations 
continue unabated. Not that anybody in 
London has a specia) grudge against those 
persons who relieve American thirste by 
illegitimate methods, but it is all so roman- 
tic. As a result of the notoriety, several! 
motion-picture firms already are renewing 
their efforts to get her signature on a film 
contract. 

But, leaving ber specific connection with 
the rum cargo out of the question for the 
present, it might be well at this point to be- 
come better acquainted with the past life of 
the attractive Mme. de Casares. Although 
she is only 29 years old, she has figured in 
more romance than befalls most women in a 
whole lifetime. Her maiden name was 
Gloria de Vere, her father being French and 
her mother Russian. She was born in En- 
giand, educated at Roehampton convent and 
virtually all of her life has been spent on 
her native island with the exception of three 
or four trips abroad. Her father being a 
navigator, the girl sometimes accompanied 
him on his voyages to foreign lands, and it 
was from one of these journeys that she 
returned as Mme. de Casares. She had vis- 
ited the Argentine Republic on that cruise 
and had met and married the scion of a 
famous South American family of merchants 
and world traders. This elevated her to a 
standine considerably above that she had 
previously enjoyed, and for a time she glit- 
tered as a brilliant figure in London society

HE became a leader of fashion She 
S rea in the chase. A handsome and fear- 
less horsewoman, she became a motorist 
of such accomplishment that it was said she 
stood among the half-dozen best women 
automobile drivers in England Then her 
interest turned to accumulation of elegant 
furniture and rare antiques Her flat in 
the West End of London and her picturesque 
cottage overlooking Neasden golf course 
were equipped and decorated in lavish but 
tasteful style, one room being done entirely 
in magnificent lacquer Later, livestock 
raising found a prominent place in her ac- 
tivities and to her prestige as owner of a 
famous herd of thoroughbred cattle she 
added renown as an expert livestock judge 
It ‘would have been unusual indeed had 
she chosen to stop with the hobbies and 
amusements in which she had become an 
adept before the age of 30 And she didnt 
Three years ago her father was killed in an 
accident in Japan, thus bringing to apn end 
her occasional voyager as a navigator. 
Whether it was the cal! of the sea that lured 
her now or the vision of riches in shipping, 
or merely a desire to indulge another hobby, 
is not clear, but anyway last January found 
her organizing a steamship company of 
which she remained managing director and 
chief stockholder. An entire fleet of boats, 
including the now notorious rum ship, “Gen- 
eral Serret.”’ was set upon the seas under 
the name of the “‘Gloria Steamships.

was to engage in rum running to the 

United States on a colossal scale, and 
these contend now that Mme. de Casares en- 
joyed huge profits from the brisk trade that 
prevailed before recent American moves to 
tighten up the coast guard. Others assert 
with equa] vehemence that madame’s ship- 
ping operations were legitimate in every 
way; that she had chartered the schooner to 
another group of shippers for $4500 a month 
and so had no control] over its movements 
or knowledge of its cargo. It is still an 
open question. But the fact remains that 
the ‘‘General Serret''—madame's own ship 
—arrived in the Thames loaded with some 
10,000 cases of whisky and 200 barrels of 
rum and madame paid a mysterious mid- 
night visit to the craft as it lay at anchor. 


It was in Dover Harbor that the ‘“Gen- 
eral Serret”’ first put in an appearance. She 
lay in the breakwater there for five days, 
exciting no end of curiosity before it finally 
became known that financial troubles were 
responsible for the delay At least, that 
was the information given out by the ship's 
master, Capt. W. R. Whitburn 

“It's money I want,’ he told newspaper 
men who visited the craft to inquire into 
the cause for her inactivity. ‘‘Without some 
ready cash at once we cannot proceed. Here 
we are wanting coal and food and haven't a 
penny to bless ourselves with. 1 wish 1 had 
never seen this ship. Not that there is any- 
thing wrong with her, but that I can't get 
any money out of the owner, a-woman who 
resides somewhere in London There is a 
lot of money due me now in back wages and 
Il am awaiting instructions from this woman 
owner before I continue the voyage. 

Having told this much about the situation, 
the Captain apparentl¥ felt himself under no 
obligations to concea! the vesse]'s mission 
He went on talking 

“Yes, it is quite true that we are smug- 
giers.”” he admitted with a little show of 
pride. ‘‘In our holds there are 10,000 cases 
of whisky, consigned to somewhere in 
America. The stuff is all sealed and packed 
securely, the hatches are fastened down and 
a strict watch is kept day and night We 
make no secret of our calling There are 
plenty of vessels employed in this trade— 
specially equipped steamers and fast motor- 
which, at a given wireless signal. 
come out to us miles from land and take 
over our cargo. It is a terribly risky busi- 
ness and I am getting fed up on this job 
We want to get away from here On the 
open sea the smuggler is in his element. 
We realize the nature of the trade we are 
engaged in, but there is nothing strictly llie- 
gal about it We simply take on the stuff 
at a certain port. carry it a few thousand 
miles and then eget rid of it to other ships 
What becomes of it then I don't know, and 
care less We left Antwerp on this trip 
August 20 and arrived at Dover three daye 
later. Now we are hung up and are likely 
to be hung up a good while ionger unless

this woman owner comes across with some 
cash.”’ 

So this was the Captain’s own story of 
the situation. There was little doubt as 
to who the woman owner was and little 
reason to believe, from his statements, that 
the ship hadn't been engaged in smuggling 
right along and with the owner’s full knowl- 
edge. Let us turn to the next significant 
development. 


About the middle of September London 
crowds got their first look at the schooner 
when she salled up the Thames and an- 
chored off Hays Wharf, in front of the cus- 
toms offices. It was said the customs offi- 
clals had sealed her eargo at Dover because 
of the Captain's failure to pay dues, and had 
brought her to London for unloading. That 
night occurred another interesting episode

Things were beginning to look ugly In 
view of further threatening movements by 
members of the crew, the visiting party pru- 
dentiy withdrew, Mme. de Casares shouting

back a parting order that on no account was 
the cargo to be unloaded Presently the 
launch chugged again and the midnight vis- 
itors disappeared in the shadows 


Apparently the crew had little to say 
about the unloading. The next day the 
customs officers got busy and took. the 


cargo’s.destiny into their own hands. Thou- 
sands of spectators, attracted to the scene by 
sensational stories of the previous night's 
dramatic encounter, looked on witb curiosity 
while case after case of whisky was being 
transferred from the “‘Genera] Serret’’ to a 
barge and towed away 


Statements issued by the customs offi- 
clals concerning the seizure made clear the 
reasons for their act, but failed to clear up 
the mystery of ownership 

“The cargo has been placed in bond for 
failure to pay dues at Dover,” the announce- 
ment read. “We should iike very much to 
know exactly to whom it belongs Mean- 
while we are making inquiries and if our 
impressions are justified, this business may 
have a sensational sequel. With the whisky 
in bond, the owners can get it only by pay- 
ing the customs dues If this is not done 
within a especified time the stock will be 
confiscated and sold to pay for storage and 
expenses of removai.” 


So the question of ownership rested, but 
the troubles of Mme. de Casares were des- 
tined to continue. Relieved of its cargo, the 
schooner was removed to Chariton Buoys 
and placed under arrest while to her mast 
was attached a writ taken out by Captain 
Whitburn for recovery of wages and dis- 
bursements. The owner, practically dodging 
reporters, was preparing to flie injunction 
proceedings to compe! release of the vessel 
when a new angle to the story developed 
with her arrest on a charge of obtaining 
goods on false pretenses. 


neys in Duke street, Piccadilly, one 

morning, madame was eurprised and 
embarrassed to find two detectives waiting 
for her. After a conference in the office. 
one of the policemen came out and hailed a 
taxicab. A few minutes later Mme de 
Casares appeared with the other officer, was 
ushered into the cab and driven to a police 
station, where she was booked on a charge 
of unlawfully obtaining by false pretenses 
from Selfridge’s a two-piece gown valued 
at about $100. 

At her preliminary hearing at 
ough Street Court she declared: “This 
charge is a vile conepiracy. I! have an ac- 
count at Selfridge’s and owe them a lot of 
money. The gown was charged to me. How 
could it have been obtained by false pre- 
tenses””"’ With that the hearing ended and 
madame was remanded on bond of $600 to 
a date to be fixed later by the Court. 

This case is still to be disposed of and is 
attracting ite share of interest, but it is the 
rum-rupning escapade that Londons sti)! 
talks about most. She still) denies—as do 
her friends—that she had anything to do 
with the attempt to smuggie $100,000 worth 
of liquor through the United States coast 
guard and declares that a syndicate of 
wealthy men, including several Americans. 
took over the schooner, crew and ail, for 
ventures of their own. From this, it seems. 
the dispute over payment of wages devel- 
oped, the syndicate and Mme de Casares 
each ieaving the responsibility to the other. 

Ip any event, however, the projected voy- 
age of the “General Serret” to this countty 
has been abandoned and, as far as can be 
4earned, the whisky is still in customs stor- 
age. Madame has regained possession of 
her ship and installed a new skipper. The 
ship is being made ready to sail on & new 
enterprise in another part of the world.

ITH fortified imagi- 
nation, let the read- 
er skip a flight or 
two of steps in the 
development of avi- 
ation and gaze up- 
on the bird-man 
flying machine 
model of the future. 
One beholds an 
agile creature soar- 
ing with the grace 
of a swallow above the housetops. Hither 
and yon sail children in boundless aerial 
playgrounds—the boys are playing tag with 
pigeons. Householders have moved their 
mail boxes to the roof# and front doors 
open upon landing fields in miniature. 
Upon the northern horizon one discerns an 
autumn flock of winged things flying south- 
ward. They look like wild geese, sound 
like wild geese. But are they? No, it’s 
only a flock of autumn fourists bound for 
Florida. We are looking ahead into that 
day when man will be sailing around in 
bat-wing flying suits. Artificial wings will 
be fitted to the human body—the very sort 
men have dreamed of since that unhappy 
day when Icarus, according to Greek legend, 
tried to soar across the Aegean and plunged 
into the waves as the first casualty of the 
air. The mere suggestion beckons the imag- 
ination; for what man has not dreamed of 
sailing upon the wind by his own power? 

Whatever may have been man's hopes of 
gaining individual wings in another world, 
he hasn't looked with confidence upon the 
prospect of gaining them in this. However, 
in the opinion of First Lieutenant Corley 
McDarment, scientist, airplahe pilot and at- 
tache in the office of the Chief of Air Serv- 
ice at Washington, the development of bat- 
wing flying equipment is a destiny toward 
which all man’s inclinations, instincts and 
actual needs are directing him. It remains 
only for science to discover a means of driv- 
ing a propeller by radio, he believes, and the 
trick will be turned. Then watch out for 
the flying tourists! 

Lieutenant McDarment, holder of a Mas- 
ter of Arts degree from Georgetown Univer- 
sity and a membership in the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Science, 
has for several years pursued with ardor 
the stndy of aerodynamics. He would hard- 
ly be a man to venture wild theories about 
the future of aircraft. He has good reasons 
behind his theories and recently he ex- 
plained them to the Post-Dispatch Sunday 
Magasine correspondent. 


rT HIS desire of man to fly 
seems to be strangely § inher- 
ent,”’ the young airplane pilot 
began. ‘Ever since the dawn of civiliza- 
tion, when man began to put a premium 
on speed in maintaining his increasingly 
complicated relations with his surroundings, 
he has studied the ways of the birds and 
tried to imitate them. History is replete 
with famous attempts at flight and legends 
that come down from the period beyond the 
reach of history show that man thought of 
flying as soon as he began to think about 
anything. It has been only in the iast few 
years that any success has been achieved, 
but this success has been so far-reaching 
that it now appears that man may soon re-

alize his dearest wish—that of salling upon 
the air with individual wings. 

“In spite of the rapidity of aviation's 
progress we must admit that present forms 
of flying are cumbersome in the extreme. 
The graceful airplane that floats across the 
morning sky or dashes across the vision at 
300 miles an hour is not the kind of flying 
equipment men have always wanted. It is 
only a substitute. That is not to say that 
present types of airplanes are inferior in 
flight to birds. Modern planes can outfly 
any bird, and no bird, however indiscreet, 
would consider doing some of the things 
our aviators do. But it is much too artifi- 
cial. It doesn’t satisfy the inherent desire 
to flap the air with our own wings. 


“BR ESIDES,'’ continued the  Lieu- 
tenant, ‘“‘modern airplanes are 
teo serious, too complicated, too 
troublesome and expensive to warrant 
universal flying. In their present forms, 
universal flying is quite impossible, buat 
a new order of things in aviation is 
heppily in prospect just beyond the horizon. 
Laws of aerodynamics are being uncovered 
with results that promise to make flying a 
possibility for every able-bodied man, wom- 
an and child. Aerodynamics is perfecting 
the ‘parachute principle’ and radio engineer- 
ing probably will soon be able to supply 
motive power to a light propeller from a 
distance. This is all that remains neces- 
sary. 

“If a man fastened to his legs and arms 
thin fabric similar to parachute silk and 
extended it like a bat does itr wings, very 
little power would be necessary to enable 
him to take the air and soar like a bird. 
It has been calculated that with a fabric 
‘bat-wing’ joining a man’s extremities, about 
22 square feet of ‘wing surface’ would be 
available to support the weight of the man’s 
body. For an average man of 150 pounds 
this would be a load of only seven pounds 
to the square foot. This is only about half 
the weight supported by each square foot of 
the wings of some airplanes. Even one of 
the airplanes which flew around the world

cerried a load of 10 pounds for each square 
foot of wing surface. 

“With such artificial wings as these a 
man could leave the ground by his own pow- 
er in a strong wind and if he were a fairly 
good aviator he might be able to soar for a 
considerable distance. But if he had a light 
propeller attached above his back near the 
shoulders and this could be driven by wire- 
less, he would be given a forward impetus 
and enabled to create his own supporting 
wind. This is exactly what is done to make 
an airplane fly. It is certainly possible from 
an aerodynamic standpoint and there needs 
to be perfected only the means of driving 
the propeller by radio power so the flyer 
would not have to carry a heavy engine.” 

Lieutenant McDarment pointed out that 
the trend of aircraft toward the ‘‘bat-wing” 
type already is in evidence. The low-pow- 
ered regular airplane, the glider which has 
no power at all of‘its own, and variations of 
the parachute were mentioned as illustra- 
tions. The parachute, especially, he consid- 
ers rich in possibilities. He atso pointed to 
the increasing interest of boys in flying and 
the formation of glider clubs as indications 
of a pronounced movement toward universal 
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use of some economical and practicable in- 
strument of aviation. However, he ex- 
plained that with bat-wing flying suits in 
use untrained individuals would be able to 
manipulate them only after a course of in- 
struction by experienced aviators. They 
would have to acquire the mysterious and 
unaccountable ‘“‘feel’’ of the alr which many 
aviators have already acquired or developed 
through use of powered machines. This 
‘“‘feel’’ of the air he believed to be an in- 
stinct, or vague memory, that has lingered 
in man’s makeup from some ancient period 
when man’s remote pterodactyl ancestors 
spread their wings over wide Jurassic 
lagoons. 

Lieutenant McDarment evén goes so far 
as to predict that human flying by means of 
artificial wings will set up a course of evo- 
lutionary changes that eventually will re- 
sult in man flying with his own natural 
wings, but that is a condition to be realised 
only after millions of years of development. 
He isn’t prophesying, of course, that human 
beings will blossom out overnight with nat- 
ural flying equipment like a_ caterpillar 
turning moth or that anybody now living 
will ever experience the thrill of cruising 
among the clouds by any except artificial 
means. 


HAT he is predicting, in brief, is 
W that man’s age-old desire to fly, 


probably inherited from grotesque 


winged ancestors of a remote  geo- 
logic period, soon will spur him to 
progress from the bulky alrplane and 


dirigible to the comparative perfection of 
graceful artificial wings; that this, In turn, 
will develop his flying instinct and tenden- 
cles to a much greater degrée and, through 
the principle of adaptation to environment, 
bring about growth of physical equipment 
comparable to that of the common flying 
squirrel, From that point on he doesn’t at- 
tempt to lay down the precise course which 
evolution is likely to follow, but he as 
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sumes that some 
form of mobile and 
flexible human wings 
will be the result. 

“Nature will some 
day begin to take her 
course,’’ he said. Aft- 
er generations of ar- 
tificial flying, human arms and legs will be- 
gin to flatten in conformity with the arti- 
ficial wings. On the part of the individual 
there will no doubt be a constant desire to 
increase the lifting surface and this, when 
coupled with constant exercise, will tend to 
bring about growth in that direction. After 
many generations individuals probably will 
begin to appear with extended tissue under 
their arms, thus marking the beginning of 
wings. Understand, of course, that it would 
take more than a few generations or a few 
thousand years to produce a winged mam- 
mal such as man would be. The expanse 
of time doubtless would run into many mil- 
lion years and man at the end of that time 
would be a very different creature from 
what he is today. In all probability he 
would scarcely be recognized as coming from 
the stock which inhabited the earth so far 
back as the present geologic period. If 
some catastrophe should obliterate records 
of human life, some isolated colonies of that 
distant day, upon unearthing fossils of pres- 
ent-day man, might argue with vehemence 
the Question of whether or not he was an 
ancestor of themselves. 


a | F LIFE upon this earth § start- 
ed from a commen source,” con- 
tinued the aviator-scientist, ‘it is 
clear that the ancestors of man did 
fly in the long ago. Fossil remains 
had wings in past ages. The oldest known 
bird of which there is record in the rocks is 
the Archaeopteryx, extinct many millions of 
years ago. It had teeth like a wolf, claws 
upon ita wings near the tips and a verte- 
brated tail. It really could be classed either 
as reptile or bird. Then there was the 
smooth-winged large-headed Rhamphoryn- 
chus, a species of pterodactyl, which also 
had long sharp teeth and sharp claws. It 
was an offshoot of the dinosaur group of 
reptiles. For thousands of years these 
strange flying creatures fought and clawed 
with other reptiles until finally both suc- 
cumbed to unknown foes and are now known 
only through their bones which became im- 
bedded in mud and later turned to stone 
along with the mud. 

“That life did start from a common source 
and that man’s distant ancestors include 
these winged creatures is believed by virtu- 
ally every educated person. They can scarce- 
ly believe anything else if they looked into 
the records of the rocks. This ancestry, 
then, would easily explain man’s flying in- 
stinct, which is inexplicable otherwise. If 
man did not have a flying instinct it is 


- doubtful if he could learn to fly so easily in 


airplanes. Every aviator who has been at 
the game long knows what the flying ‘feel’ 
is like, but he can’t describe it, 

“Some men are never able to get this 
peculiar feel of the air and hence never be- 
come aviators, or at least become only me- 
chanical flyers. These may have come from 
a line of ancestors who lost most of their 
flight instinct. Even among the so-called 
‘natural’ flyers some are far better than 
others. There are some who seem to sense 
their directions and height and can ‘feel’ the 
nearness of the ground at night. This is 
a fact commonly remarked upon by flying 
men. But not one of these ‘natural’ flyers 
is able to tell how he knows when he is 
near the ground or from what source comes 
his strange power. 

“If, through scientific processes and the 
course of nature, man develops natural 
wings he will not find himself the only 
winged mammal. Many kinds of mammals 
and several species uf fish are coming into 
the air of their owneaccord. Bats and flying 
squirrels are flying mammals. The squir- 
reis use an extended tissue to parachute 
themselves through the air in the same way 
man would do with the bat-wing flying suits 
described. The famous flying fox of the 
Malay Islands has a head that closely re- 
sembles the animal from which it is named, 
and its forearm wing-spread measures as 
high as five feet. It has five fingers like 
a monkey and is sometimes called the fruit 
bat because it lives on fruit. The flying 
squirrel is sometimes called the flying lemur 


because of its similarity in many respects to 


the monkey group.

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Just What a Bullfight Is and What It Is 


CITY OF MEXICO, October 17. 
HE old idea that a bull- 
fight is a more or less 
harmless affair, with the 
colorful costumes and 
graceful movements of 
the fighters as the chief 

ettraction, and that the death of the 
bull comes Painlessly after a merry 
romp with the fighters. is now well un- 
derstood to be false. Bullfighting, ex- 
cept by the persons who enjoy such ex- 
hibitions, is recognized as a crue) pas- 
time. The bulls must be tormented 
to give proper diversion to the 8 pec- 
tators and to arouse the animal's 
anger. 

Old worn-out horses are used in the 
ring because it is certain that they will! 
be killed. These horses are blindfold- 
ed and usually come to their death 
from being disemboweled on the horns 
of the frantic bull. Sometimes, but 
not as often as some humane persons 
wish, the fighters themselves are in- 
jured or even killed. When euch things 
happen they are accidents and by no 
means @ part of the program. 

Because of the cruelty of bullfight- 
ing, a special interest attaches to the 
circumstances of a recent fight here, 
in which blood was shed not only by 
the unfortunate animals employed for 
the entertainment of the crowd, but 
also by some of the spectators. These 
Casualties were caused by bullets from 
& squad of city police. 

To explain this story, it is necessary 
to relate the rules of the game, or 
some of them, as it is played in the 
Mexican capital.
